Heav y ice 
go rges west o f the city held the 
water back, causing a serio us 
co nditio n fro m here to the Wisco n­ 
sin state line. 


Water was o v er the belt line 
railro ad bridge near the Wilbur 
Lumber Co . y ards and engines 
were no t able to reach the Me­ 
dusa Cement Co . mills and 
who lesale ho uses east o f the 
bridge. At the Ho tel Dix o n, 
when water seeped into the 
basement, a fo rce o f men car­ 
ried supplies fro m the sto re 
ro o ms and pumps were pressed 
into serv ice. The City Steam 
Laundry was unable to o perate 
due to the water flo o ding their 
basement. 


The riv er ro ad near the Medusa 
Cement Plant was clo sed to all 
traffic due to water and huge 
chunks o f ice co v ering the ro ad­ 
way. The furnace ro o m at the j 
Chamber o f Co mmerce o ffice was j 
under water and emplo yes were 
j 
fo rced to wo rk in the co ld. At the 
Sino w and Wienman yards o n 
Riv er Street, the basement was 
flo o ded and mo re than $15,000 in 
raw furs were under water. The 
firm’s co al sto rage yard o n Madi- 
fo n av enue was also flo o ded. 


Water had almo st co mpletely 
filled the basements o f the Ho me 
Lumber & Co al Co . and the Schu­ 
ler laundry o n West First street.

Anti-American Tapes 
To Hanoi From States 


By FTLTON LEWIS J R. 
WASHINGTON — Bearded leftist Ronald Ramsey continues to 
supply Radio Hanoi with anti-American tapes for broadcast to U.S. 
troops in South Viet Nam. 
Ramsey , a self-proclaimed rev olutionary , made national head­ 
lines earlier this month when he was ex posed as the v oice of Hanoi’s 
so-called Radio Stateside. J ustice Department officials studied pos­ 
sible sedition charg es and there was speculation 
that Ramsey mig ht curtail his activ ities, at least 
temporarily . 
Not so. Ramsey continues to tape Radio State­ 
side messag es in Los Ang eles and send them, v ia 
Canada, to Hanoi. A recent broadcast opened with 
an anti-war protest song that Ramsey introduced 
as America’s number one hit. 
Ramsey then warned American soldiers that 
they could be tried as “ war criminals” if they 
continued their war of ‘‘ag g ression” ag ainst the 
LEWIS 
Vietnamese people. The GIs were told that “ hundreds of other 
soldiers are protesting the war” in word and deed. 
They were urg ed to g o on hung er strikes, to denounce American 
“ imperialism,” to declare themselv es conscientious objectors. They 
were, as in prev ious broadcasts, g iv en the Philadelphia address of 
the Central Committee for Conscientious Objectors, a pacifist g roup 
that will supply soldiers with leg al adv ice on way s to beat the draft. 
“ Iliis may be the most v ital thing y ou’v e done in this war,” the 
GIs were told. 
Ramsey informed his American listeners that anti-war activ ity 
was sweeping the country . “ Hundreds of thousands of y oung people 
are taking to the streets to demonstrate their support for y our Hv es 
and tile liv es of the Vietnamese people. Hundreds are throwing 
their bodies across troop trains, are g oing out and blocking the ship 
mov ements, ships full of soldiers like y ou, from departing for Viet 
Nam.” 
Widespread opposition to U.S. policy was reported by Ramsey 
among American intellectuals. He sing led out by name play wrig ht 
Arthur Miller, who has denounced U.S. interv ention as immoral. 
The Radio Stateside broadcast closed with a Frank Sinatra 
recording of “ When Fools Rush In,” and a promise by Ramsey 
that he would be back at the microphone within a week. He ag ain 
aiked American GIs to lay down-their arms: 
“ Won’t y ou join us in some way in stopping the machinery of 
war? Won’t y ou come home and fig ht for liberty here in America, 
m that we, wlto are broadcasting from Watts won’t need to take 
to the streets ag ain to accentuate our lack of liberty and our need 
for liberation?” 
Note: Radical leftists hav e scheduled “ International Day s of 
Protest” for late March and hav e promised anti-American demon­ 
strations throug hout the United States and in foreig n capitals as 
well. Ramsey has promised demonstration sponsors that he will 
participate and then report to his GI audience.

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - By 
a simple chance of fate, the Bay 
of Pig s disaster mig ht hav e been 
av erted. 
An early plan for the 1961 In­ 
v asion of Cuba fav ored landing 
the anti-Castro g uerrilla forces 
near the Escambray Mountains. 
The Bay of Pig s was considered 
too risky . 
The orig inal plans also env is­ 
ioned a series of small, quiet 
infiltrations. 
Sending 
g uerrillas 
ashore in a massed beach landing 
attack was thoug ht foolhardy . 
Some g ov ernment ex perts, who 
were in on the orig inal inv asion 
studies, are now kicking them­ 
selv es because they didn’t stick 
with the earlier plans. 
Their new thinking has been 
stimulated by reports leaking out 
of Cuba. These note the continued 
difficulty Castro is now hav ing 
with small, unorg anized g uerrilla 
g roups in the Escambray Moun­ 
tains. 
Three y ears ag o, Fidel Castro 
sent a special army to wipe out 
these g uerrillas. This Escambray 
counter-g uerrilla army has been 
busy all this time. -It has been 
commanded by one of Castro’s 
ablest lieutenants. 
In 
their hide-and-seek g ame 
ag ainst the g uerrillas, Castro’s 
forces admit to hav ing lost more 
than 300 men. They claim to hav e 
killed 1.000 g uerrillas. 
The g uerrilla forces in the Es­ 
cambray are few in number. Esti­ 
mates run from the hundreds up 
to a thousand or two. 
They are not org anized into a 
unified force. They reportedly op­ 
erate in small bands that rang e 
from 50 to 100 men each. Some 
include Russian deserters. 
They hav e few weapons and lit­ 
tle food. TTie territory in which 
they operate is not larg e as g uer­ 
rilla operations g o. 
Few are skilled in warfare. For 
the most part these men are in­ 
div iduals who hav e run to the 
hills after being accused of some 


crime by Castro’s men — a farm­ 
er who objected to his liv estock 
being confiscated, a store owner 
who didn’t fav or 
g ov ernment 
men taking ov er his store. 
The Castro forces hav e tried 
all sorts of thing s. At one fell 
swoop his ag ents arrested hun­ 
dreds of peasants who liv e in the 
Escambray zone. Castro’s sol­ 
diers burned their homes, ex e­ 
cuted many of the men, sent oth­ 
ers to collectiv e farms in eastern 
Cuba. The women and children 
were shipped 
to Hav ana. 
This 
was, of course, an attempt to 
wipe out the food and intellig ence 


sources for the g uerrillas. 
Yet Castro’s men can’t seem 
to wipe out the g uerrillas. 
These few Escambray g uerril­ 
las are not g oing to endang er tho 
Castro reg ime. But they do point 
out a lesson. 
If conditions are ripe, as in the 
Escambray , anti-Castro g uerrillas 
can operate 
indefinitely , 
ev en 
ag ainst 
ex perienced 
C a s t r • 
troops. 
A small amount el support for 
these underg round 
men 
would 
prov ide a continuing thorn in Cas­ 
tro's side, 
at little cost to the 
United States.

Home Building

NgW YORK (AP) - Shop­ 
pers for new homes may have 
more trouble this year finding 
someone to finance their mort­ 
gage. So government agencies 
think home building will trail 
last year’s pace, which itself 
was disappointing. 


/Construction of other types of 
buildings is running at a record 
pace, however. And most signs 
point to a continuing boom. The 
big issue here is how high will 
construction workers’ wages go. 
And the government is finding it 
tough going as it tries to hold 
the unions within its guidelines. 


Leas Money 
There may be about $1.5 bil­ 
lion less money available for 
mortgages this year than last 
in the opinion of John E. Horne 
chairman of the Federal Home 
Loan Bank Board, which over­ 
sees and finances much of the 
mortgage lending business. 


He lists two main reasons for 


the shrinkage in available mort­ 
gage funds. One is the big de­ 
mand for loans of other types, 
both business and consumers, 
which keep the lending institu­ 
tions hard pressed to find funds. 
The mortgage market looks less 
inviting to them this year. 


The other reason, tied in with 
the first, is that interest rates 
bave

and

months back. Yields on other 
investments are rising, making 
mortgages less alluring. Inter­

gram. he must defer from pro­ 
duction to conservation uses for 
five to 10 years his entire acre­ 
age of one or more surplus crops, 
such as feed grains and wheat, 
Halerow notes. He may elect to 
place additional cropland acre­ 
age in tbe program. But not more 
than 10 per cent of the total crop­ 
land of any surplus crop in a 
county may be placed under the 
program in any one year. 
And no more than 25 per cent of 
cropland acreage or acreage of 
any one surplus crop may be re­ 
tired in a county over the period 
of agreements. 
The total cropland under the 
program will be limited by the 
funds authorized and appropriat­ 
ed, Halerow says. Payments are 
limited to S225 million per year 
during each of the next four 
years. By the end of the sign-up 
period, contracts in force would 
amount to a maximum of $900 
million annually. Program par­ 
ticipation will be limited by this 
provision to an addition of about 
I eight million acres per year.
